—A general optimistic trend 
was denoted in the monthly 
business review of the fed- 
eral reserve bank of Dallas, 
released today. 


"In no recent year has the 


opening period 
found 
the 


agricultural

industries in a better condition 
from a physical standpoint," the 
review said. "There is a good sea- 
son in the ground, land prepara- 
tion is more advanced than usual, 
planting operations are being com- 
menced'early, and growing crops 
generally are in good to excellent 
condition. 
Range conditions are 


fair to good throughout the dis- 
trict and indications are that ex- 
cellent grazing will be available 
early in the spring. 
"Livestock 
have wintered well 
and are improving steadily. With 
prospects for excellent pasturage, 
livestock 
should 
take 
on flesh 
rapidly during 
the 
succeeding 


weeks. Tempering the good phys- 
ical 
outlook, however, arc 
the 


low prices obtaining for agricul- 
tural and livestock products. To 
combat 
the 
effects 
of the low 


prices, farmers are showing 
a 
greater disposition to raise their 
living at home and to practice 
greater diversification as .well as 
to reduce the costs of production 
wherever possible." 


Pointing out that a mixed trend 


was in evidence in business and 
industry during January, the re- 
view said: 


"Department store sales reflect- 


ed the usual seasonal recession 
from the previous month and the 
decline from a year ago was ap- 
proximately the same, in Decem- 
ber. Wholesale 
distribution was 


larger than in December but the 
gain was less than the usual sea- 
sonal expansion and tho compari- 
son with a year ago was slightly 
more unfavorable than in the prev- 
ous month.

prosperity in the history of 
the country. 


This is also true of the 


United States. The present 
depression would not have 
been thought unusual before 
the war when unemploy- 
ment was chroni and busi- 
ness was a struggle most of 
the tilne. 
Long prosperity 


has made the country as 
sensitive to "hard times" as 
a soft hand is to a pick- 
handle. 


One of the 
theories of 


Karl Marx was that the cap- 
italist system was doomed 
to experience a succession 
of crises of increasing se- 
verity, culminating in com- 
plete breakdown. The crises 
have occurred, but, contrary 
to the Marxian theory, the 
capitalist system has always 
come back "'stronger than 
ever. .Like strong men, it is 
made stronger by adversity. 


This present "crisis" is no 


different from that of a cen- 
tury ago in England, which 
was attributed, just as this 
one is, to "technological un- 
employment" and "chronic 
unemployment and chronic 
overproduction."

ness to give his thought and 
time to the 
administration 


of public affairs. 
The ar- 


rangement has never given 
100 per 
cent 
satisfaction 


and the public, hastily look- 
ing around for 
a 
solution 


for the problem picked up- 
on centralization of govern- 
ment administration. 


Now the public has learn- 


ed that home rule was not 
the fundamental cause of 
government ineffi c i e n c y, 
but, that the only efficient 
efficiency expert is a boss 
on the job. The taxpayer 
is the boss of the public of- 
ficial and government em- 
ploye. It is also the tempta- 
tion of the worker to shirk 
when the boss is away, and 
unfortunately the public as 
a btiss is seldom on the job.

But whatever the causes

the demand grows for a

ments. It has been suggest- 
ed that the power be taken 
from the judiciary and giv- 
en to a board of alienists or 
a board 
representing 
the 


medical and legal 
profes- 


sions and the laity. Another 
plan 
under 
consideration 


provides for review of all 
judicial sentences by boards- 
of pardons.

Depreciation defined as "a rea- 
sonable allowance for the exhaus- 
tion, wear and tear of property, 
used in trade or business, includ-

portant item ; \ the returns of 
many taxpayers. 
A deduction for 
depreciaion must be confined to 
property actually used in trade, 
business, profession, or vocation. 
In general, it applies to the tax- 
payer's 
capital 
assets—buildings, 
machinery, etc.—the cost of which 
can not be deducted as a business 
expense.

claimed on all business property, 
which includes not only buildings

The dean of the house of repre- 
sentatives, picturesque 80-year-old 
Henry Allen Cooper of Wisconsin, 
died here yesterday. 
The Republican Progressive who 
has sat in congress longer than 
any man now there, succumbed to 
acute indigestion 
several 
hours 


after taking part in a bitter house 
session Saturday night. 
Cooper came to the house In 
1893 from the first district of his 
state. He served until the Sixty- 
Sixth congress when his consti- 
tuents turned upon him, he be- 
lieved for voting against entering 
the World War, but he was hack 
again the next term, and to stay. 
Today the house, paid him trib- 
ute with an adjournment of re- 
spect to his memory. A commit- 
tee will represent congress in es- 
corting the body back to Racine 
Wednesday. 
He is survived only by his wid- 


ow. Susan. 
For- well over a quarter of a 


' r.enturv. Henrv Allen Cooner ren- 


resented the first Wisconsin dis- 
trict in the house of representa- 
tives and with his reelection to 
the Sixty-Ninth congress became 
its oldest member in. point of ser- 
vice and one of the oldest in point 
of years. Only One Defeat. 


His long period of succeeding 
terms had but one interruption, 
when, in 1918, his 
defeat 
was 
brought about by an attack on his 
•war record. 
He was one of the 
Jhalf hundred house members who 
voted against American- entrance 
into the World War. 
This defeat was by less than 
500 votes after Cooper's campaign 
was cut short by a severe injury 
in an automobile accident about 
two weeks before election day. 


A warm supporter of the late 
Senator LaFollette, the 
veteran 


congressman 
twice served as a 


buffer between the regular and 
-progressive factions of the Repub- 
lican party. 
In 1923 the LaFol- 
lette group in the house blocked 
organization of that body by sup- 
porting him for the speakership 


-'•until the regular Republicans ac- 


quisedj in a demand for liberaliza- 
tion of house rules. 
In the summer of the next year 


he practically was booed and hiss- 
ed from the Republican national 
convention at Cleveland when he 
presented several planks the La- 
Follette group sought to have in- 
corporated in the platform. Later 
that summer, however, he received 
a different welcome in Cleveland 
when he again presented the views 
of the Wisconsin senator, this time 
to representatives of independent 
political movements. 
Born at .Walworth, Wisconsin, 
Sept. 8, 1850, Cooper was graduat- 
ed from Northwestern University. 
He attended Union College of Law 
at Chicago and began practice at 
the bar in 
Racine, 
Wisconsin, 


which city he adopted as his home 
in 1S75.
